school and town officials have learned ‘in school’ is 
that vandalism has become a problem of major 


‘Vandalism’ or the ‘willfull destruction or de- 
facement of property’ has long since gone beyond 
such relatively minor pursuits as writing on desks 
or walls, The April report of the Maintenance De- 
partment states that ‘during school vacation it took 
two men four days to repair all the glass..., broken 
during the month’. 

The same April report of the Maintenance De- 
partment lists the following acts of vandalism at the 
High School in the boy’s rest rooms: two sinks pulled 
off the wall, one toilet had every partition torn from 
the settings, three hand railings broken, five toilet 
paper holders smashed, four soap dispensers 

four door closers broken, ceramic tile 
floor smashed, fire extinguisher turned upside down 
in the boys’ toilet, going all over walls, lights, 
floor and windows. 

The May report of the Maintenance Department 
reads much the same as the April report, the only 
exception being that the list of damages is longer, 
In addition to damages in the boys’ rest rooms, 
activities expanded into the auditorium, where four 
seats were torn from their moorings, Spraying fire 
extinguishers over ceilings, walls and windows be- 
came an ever-more popular ‘sport’. 

Vandalism inside the schools will, naturally, 
decrease during the summer months, but the Police 
Department will be faced with increasing problems as 
youths carry their activities out ofdoors, The winter 
‘thorn in the side’ ofthe School Department threatens 
to become the Police Departments ‘summer Geth- 
semane’. 

What is the solution to the increasing vandalism 
in the town? No one can study the situation without 
asking himself that question, In the schools, the 
policy of having teachers patrol corridors and rest 
rooms is already firmly established, But the simple 
fact is that it is not possible to have teachers in the 
rest rooms at all times, 

The Police are faced with a similar problem: 
they can’t be everywhere at once, Undoubtedly, in- 
creased. recreational facilities for the youth of Wil- 
mington are badly needed, But would more recre- 

* ational’ facilities decrease vandalism or simply pro- 
vide more ‘fodder’ for the vandal’s cannon? 

Somewhere along the line, in the process of 
growing up, children learn - or don’t learn - a re- 
spect for private and public property. Ifthis respect 
for property is not taught to young people by their 
parents, then a terrible burden is placed onthe public 
sector of the town, It is apparent that Wilmington is 
no exception to this'problem. 

Solutions don’t come easily, but public officials 
will be increasingly concerned with finding such sol- 
utions as vandalism continues to eat up tax dollars, 


AN OUT-OF-STATE TEACHER SPEAKS 
(A Guest Editorial) 


So the Wilmington teachers are in on the act, 
too! I have just come from Hillsborough County, 
Florida, where the County Teachers’ Association 
has been raising cain for the past year and intends 
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to continue to raise cain until teaching conditions 
are improved, In other words, the ‘teacher’s re- 
bellion’ is part of a country-wide movement. Why? 

As an old-time teacher who started work during 
the depression in this town at $850.00 a year, let 
me give some-reasons, 

Teachers are tired of being a non-affluent part 
of an affluent society, They know their services 
are among the most essential in this society and 
they want their services paid accordingly. 

Teachers know that increased salaries for 
them may well mean an increased tax burden for 
townspeople already heavily burdened in this respect. 
But they resent that many tax payers blame teachers 
for this fact, As consumers, tax payers pay for all 
the increased salaries and profits of employees and 
executives in industry, in government, the trades 
and professions. As workers, the same tax payers 
benefit from these increased salaries, None of us 
likes the increase in cost of living, but why should 
teachers’ salaries constantly lag behind the income 
of other professional groups? In these days when 
large segments of the population are families with 
two or three cars, a motor boat, often a swimming 
pool, why do these same families object to liberality 
in the recompensation of the teachers of their young? 

One school building a year, I have been told, has 
been necessary to keep up with the growing school 
population of Wilmington, Millions of dollars have 
to be spent for construction, What is reSponsible 
for this population explosion? 

The answer to this question is for the socio~ 
economic specialists. But one fact, easily observable 
to the lay man, is illuminating, With the present 
trend of early marriages, too many young people have 
children before the parents have finished their own 
formal education, There is hardly any gap between 


“the completion of the education of one generation and 


the beginning of the education of the next. 

In the ‘good old days’ a young woman expected 
to work for a few years before marrying; a young 
man expected himself to be on firm financial footing 
Tefore becoming the head of a household, This gave 
both the families and the tax payers a breather be- 
tween the expenses of schooling for the two genera- 
tions, Now, too often, the babies are practically 
knocking at the doors of the primary school while 
a or father or both are still in the educational 
mill, 

Teachers are concerned about the future oftheir 
profession, No longer is being a ‘school ma’am’ the 
one available profession for a young woman college 
graduate. No longer does public school teaching have 
prestige sufficient to lure the young male graduate, 
Industry, government, the other professions, are all 
competing for the well educated, mentally disciplined 
young man or woman, Will the teaching profession 
be able'to compete under these circumstances? Just 
whom do you want to be the teachers of your young 
children in the years ahead? Do you want to scrape 
the bottom of the educational barrel for future in- 
structors? 

As a whole teachers are a devoted group of 
People, But in our society a man or woman can no 
longer subsist on devotion. Teachers have to build 
homes, educate children, pay taxes, buy goods, take 
care of medical and dental expenses the same as any 
other parents, They pay the inflatedprices of today; 
thier salaries need similar inflation, :

Letter 


Dear Larz; 


We have read your report of the 
hearing before the Board of Ap- 
peals, Tuesday June 21, concerning 
the request for a zoning variance 
of the White Spot Construction’ Co, 
to accommodate adequate parking 
for their proposed new shopping 
center on the corner now known 
as Lucc!’s, We feel that there are 
Several points we would like to 
make clear from our point of view, 

1, Joseph Courtney, attorney for 
the White Spot Co., stated that the 
Company had filed some plans with 
the building inspector and he told 
them that they had not allowed ad- 
equate parking for the proposed 
store area, Mr Courtney said that 
the building code calls for a mini+ 
mum of 700 car spaces, He further 
stated that his client would be happy 
to have a variance granted aliow- 
ing them tohave about 100 less than 
the minimum spaces, 

We feel that it is generally 
agreed Lucc}’s lot new constitutes 
a parking nuisance and hazard, 
We contend that to allow less than 
MINIMUM parking would only cre- 
ate another nuisance, another ha- 
zard, Mr Courtney said no, - that 
these stores would not require 
the minimum parking. We askare 
the proposed stores planning ‘to 
operate for profit or not? Certainly 
they should expect the minimum 
number of patrons, What about 
Christmas shoppers - do they ex- 
pect less than the minimum then? 
‘ 2, The majority of these cars - 
700, 600 or whatever - are still 
going to be spilling out onto Lowell 
Street which, at that pointis only 
two lanes wide, This areaisnowa 
complete bottleneck when Avyco 
starts work and goes home. A shop- 
ping center of this size should suc- 
ceed in backing traffic from the 
center of town tothe 93 interchange 
at busy hours. 

3. The area right around Lucc!’s 
corner is now zoned for neighbor~ 
hood business, We contend that it 
is necessary touse a bit of common 
sense in interpreting just what is 
included in ‘neighborhood busi- 
ness’, We feel that a small grocery, 
beauty salon, etc, does serve neigh 
borhood needs, Mr Courtney stated 
that the two major stores White 
Spot proposes to bring in are the 
New England Food Fair Super- 
market and the Forest Hills Fac- 
tory Outlet, We do not feel that 
our neighborhood needs require a 
supermarket and we certainly do 
not feel that a chain discount 
store, by any stretch ofthe imagin-

We have one store of this type in 
town now and two others in easy 
access. 

4. We who live in the area sur- 
rounding Lucc!’s can listen any and 
every night to the sound ofhotrod- 
ders racing around in and taking 
off from that parking lot, Now 
White Spot has purchased the rest 
of our supposed residential tract 
from Edsel Tocci and this is the 
land they want. to have a variance 
granted on so they can accommo- 
date their minimum parking. We 
bought our houses in the good faith 
that this town did not indulge in spot 
zoning. Now, if this variance is 
approved, we will have aparking lot 
and all the noise that goes with it in 
our back yards, 

5. The White Spot Co, also pro- 
poses to include a ‘recreation area’ 
in their shopping center. We feel 
quite certain that their desire to 
do so results only from the fact 
that the particular zoning by-law 
they are applying for a variance 
on specifies that one may ask for 
a variance in residential land ifhe 
intends to use it for recreational 
and parking use, By using this by- 
law White Spot can hope to circum- 
vent the town meeting and an honest 
request for a zoning change which 
this amounts to, call it what you 
amy. We asked what type of re~ 
creation they planned to inciude 
and Mr Courtney mentioned a mer- 
Ty-go-round and a pony rink. We 
feel that this carnival type atmos- 
phere is entirely unnecessary in a 
‘neighborhood business,” 

6, We object strongly to the fact 
that although Mr Courtney stated 
that the White Spot Co. knew for 
two weeks that their proposed 
parking was inadequate they made 
no definite marks on the plans they 
showed at the hearing to indicate 
how ‘far into residential land they 
would have to go, Mr Courtney 
put his finger on the plans in re~ 
sponse to several requests and told 
the gathering that he guessed about 
here and about there, We object to 
the fact that he and the company 
he represents were so i] prepared 
to present their case, One can only 
wonder if these indefinite answers 
resulted from carelessness or pur 


answer to the question why did 
White Spot buy Edsel Tocc!’s land?

Mr 
Courtney could not answer the 
question, What does White Spot plan 
to do with the rest of that land? 
Could it be that in another fewyears 
they’ ll ask for another variance and 
eat it all up? Or could it be that 
title has not been passed on this 
land and the completion of the deal 
depends on the zoning change? We 
feel this matter should have been 
brought up as a zoning change be- 
fore a town meeting, the proper 
time and place for such matters, 
This deadly spot zoning can only 
be called creeping paralysis, and 
considering the taxes landowners 
pay in this town, we feel that we 
all deserve better than this.

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Selectmen’s Meeting 


Baby Beach popped up again at 
Monday night’s Selectmen’s meet- 
ing. Edward J Sullivan, 48 Grove 
Avenue, urged that the town take 
Baby Beach by eminent domain in 
an unscheduled appearance before 
the board, 

Sullivan called the town’s court 
action against Angie Sorrentino a 
‘big mistake’. The court case re- 
sulted in an injunction against Sor- 
rentino’s commercial operation of 
the beach, Sullivan told the Sel- 
ectmen that the beach was clean 
when operated by Sorretino, but is 
now littered with broken glass, 
beer bottles and rubbish, 

‘TM Henneberger told the Select- 

_ men that the Health Inspector had 
seen the beach, but had found that 
the Board of Health has no regu- 
lation that 1s applicable to the 
problem, 

‘The TM further reported that 
the Chief of Police had advised 
that the police can only concern 
themselves with cars parked on 
Grove Avenue, but can do nothing 
about the cars parked on Sorre- 
tind’s property, 

Sullivan told the Selectmen that 
the ‘No Parking’ signs on Grove 
Avenue have no force of law, be- 
cause they are not approved by the

The Wilmington group included 
Rep. Fred Cain, Stanley Webber of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Mrs 
Marion Boylen of the Boardof 
Health, Ernest Romano, Public

Neilson of the Board of Library 
Trustees, 

Henneberger reported to the Sel- 
cetmen that he had been dis- 
couraged to learn that federal ald 
for local sewer projects could not 
be made without prior town ap- 
proval of the project. He said 
that he considered an accomplished 
grant of federal aid to be a nec- 
essary incentive for town approval 
of a sewer project, 

Henneberger said he had been

$150,000, 


New Business 

A variety of complaints filled 
the ‘new business’ segment of the 
meeting. 

Black protested the failure of. 
the Reading Light Company andthe 
owners of the Ford Body shop on 
south Main Street to comply with 
the Boards of Appeals rulings 
that both provide screening and 
fencing for their installations, the 
power company for its transformer 
and the body shop for its car lot. 
Miceli told Black that Ken Gaw of 
the Reading Light had told him that 
a few details had to be taken care 
of, but that the screenings would 
be up in a few weeks, The Board 
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agreed that the Building Inspector 
should be responsible for con- 
ducting follow-ups on Board of 
Appeals rulings, 

Miceli reported complaints that 
there was no matron on duty in 
the morning, at the Town Beach 
bathhouse.- Henneberger said that 
he was aware of this, and that 
provisions were being made, 

Miceli said that the community 
survey now being made by the 
JayCees was receiving a tremen- 
dous response, with over 500 let- 
ters already received. As soon 
as it was complete, he said, the 
results would be turned over tothe 
board, 

Bender reported receiving com- 
plaints that there was swimming 
in the town owned gravel pits, on 
Salem Street, set aside for the wa- 
ter department, Mrs Drew re- 
ported that there had been ‘drag 
racing’ on the bridge over Route 
93 at West Street, to which com- 
ment other Selectmen joyfully add- 
ed the names of other streets 
which had been ‘marked off’ for 
that sport. All were concerned, 

Niles requested a report on the 
sidewalk program for 1966, saying 
that he would like to see some ac- 
tion during the summer, ‘before it 
is too late’, He mentioned as one 
of the projects the Park Street area 

Bender requested that the Police 
Department look into the possibi- 
lities of suspending the driving 
priviliges of those teen agers who 
had been apprehended in violation 
of the law, 

Felice Vitale, of Woburn Street, 
who had been waiting until the end 
of the meeting to address the board, 
repeated his objections of a week 
ago to the parking of cars behind 
Lucci’s Market, 

Vitale told the board that some 
of the people using the parking lot 
had told him that the lot had been 
leased by the company for which 
they were working. He went on to 
describe how he felt that the same 
rule about parking which had been 
applied to the Sorretino case should 
be applied to other similar instan- 
ces in town, a statement to which 
the board members agreed, They 
instructed the TM to look into the 
situation, 

The meeting adjourned at 9:30 
pm,

We old-timers recall when he first came here, 
back in 1931, a sandy-haired, fresh-complexioned, 
stalwart friendly young man who took up residence 
and established his office in the home of Mrs Henry 
Cutter on Church More than one young lady 


young bachelor, 
news came that 


victory was rightfully hers, Eight 
became the very proud father of 


a charter member of the Rotary Club, In all his 
travelS he always tried to make the Rotary meeting 
in the area he was traversing. He served as 
president up to the time of his death of the dental 
clinic originally sponsored by the Wilmington Ro- 
tarians. 

Doctor first, last, and always! But how many 
talents did this man have? A stimulating conver- 
sationalist; who does not remember ‘shooting the 
breeze’ with ‘Dr Mac’? This was his form of 
relaxation, but it was more than that, With it he 
successfully bridged the gap that exists between 
human beings, An extensive traveler who took the 
time to write interesting accounts of his family 
trips by tralier and sent them to this paper for all 
to enjoy. An expert photographer who shared his 
colored slides with many groups of people, And 
an enthusiastic and proficient navigator, an interest 
which he developed in recent years, A devoted 
husband and father, his memory will always be 
inspiring to all who knew him so well, He reminds 
me of a Renaissance man, so well rounded was he; 
such a zest for living had he. 

I, personally, remember him best as the school 
physician, way back in the 30’s in the Buzzell 
School where Esther Nichols, the school nurse, had 
her office. Periodically, lines of children would 
undergo his penetrating gaze that detected any 
physical defect as the youngster took a few steps 
across the threshold up to the doctor, He and 
Esther developed one of the best health programs 
in the state. 

Neither ‘Doctor Mac’ nor Esther was interested 
in statistics, Both were impatient with written 
reports that had to be submitted to the State De- 
partment of Public Health. They both were the 
kind of professionals who spent their valuable time 
in actual remedial work, The formal reports may 
have suffered thereby but the children profited. 

I recall one incident during those periodical 
check-ups, A sweet little first grader, well starched 
and demure, was passing by my classroom door on 
her way out. A rather timidlooking little boy was in 
the line progressing to the school nurse’s office 
where ‘Dr Mae’ and Esther were working in unison, 

‘Have you been in?’ asked the little boy of his 
classmate. 

*Yes,’ she replied, in anemphatic, childish voice, 
‘And it hurts like hell!’

AVCO to build ~ 
Building No. 6 


A major building expansion pro- 
gram of Avco’s missile and space 
engineering comples in Wilmington 
has been announced by E D Kenna, 
vice President of Avco’s Missiles, 
space and Electronics Group, 

A total of 114,000 square feet 
will be added to the Wilmington 
complex, raising the total office, 
manufacturing and laboratory 
space in Wilmington to 703,000 
square feet - a 19% increase, 

In addition to adding on to the 
existing buildings, the Wilmington 
expansion calls for-the construc- 
1 / in of a new 67,000 square foot 
iain, designed for combination 
office space and laboratories, 

The Space Divsion, in Lowell, 
will have a 13,000 square foot 
addition, for a new total of 340,000 
square feet. 

In announcing the expansion pro- 
gram Kenna said that the new fa~ 
cilities were necessitated by in- 
creased test assembly and engin- 
eering checkout requirements for 
missile programs; space~craft 
systems business projected for the 
Space Division; and the rapidly 
broadening scope of programs in 
the Group’s ReSearch and Techno- 
logy Laboratories in both Wilming- 
ton and Lowell, 

‘The additional office space, also 
planned, will relieve overcrowding 
as well as take into account a sus- 
tained recruitment drive now un- 
derway, Kenna said, 

Specific facilities in Wilmington, 
to be built, include a missile re- 
entry vehicle assembly and check- 
out area, a new engineering sys-
